[OOQl] This application is a divisional of U.S. Application No. 09/123,386, filed July 
27, 1998, allowed, which is a divisional of U.S. Application No. 08/464,400 filed June 5, 
1995, now U.S. Patent No. 5,786,204 which is a continuation-in-part of International 
Application No. PCT/US95/01827 filed January 20. 1995. which was published by the 
International Bureau as International Publication No. WQ96/22360 on July 25, 1996 in 
English, each of which is hereby incorporated b> reference in its entirety. 

INTRODUCTION 

[0002] This invention relates to newly identified polynucleotides, polypeptides 
encoded by such polynucleotides, and the use of such polynucleotides and polypeptides as 
part of a diagnostic assay for detecting the presence of prostate cancer and prostate cancer 
metastases. The polynucleotides and polypeptides of the present invention are human 
prostatic specific reductase, and are sometimes hereinafter referred to as "PSR". 

BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

10003 j Carcinoma of the prostate has long been regarded as an unpredictable disorder 
which makes sound therapeutic decisions in evaluating the results of different types of 
treatment very difficult. Prostate cancer is unique among the potentially lethal human 
malignancies in that there is a wide discrepancy between the high prevalence of histologic 
changes recognizable as cancer and the much lower prevalence of clinical disease. 
[0004 j The concept that adenocarcinoma of the prostate exists in a latent and a clinical 
form is supported by epidemiologic, pathologic and clinical evidence. Although these 
divergent manifestations of prostate cancer have come in architectural and cytologic 
features, they can be distinguished from each other to some degree by differences in 
certain pathologic features, such as the volume, grade, and invasiveness of the lesion. 
[0005J Prostate cancer has become the most common cancer among American men, 
and only lung cancer is responsible for more cancer deaths (Boring, C.C., Cancer 
Statistics, 41:19-36 (1991)). The age specific mortality rate has slowly increased over the 
past 50 years and in black American men is nearly double the rate found in white men
